Production and Trade 


“Industrial production in the first 
half. of the year was at a rate 
never before equalled, and natwith- 
standing the slackening in the last 
half, the year’s total probably has 
not been equalled in our history. 
The country has also made a new 
high record in foreign trade in 
the past year, With allowance for 
decline of prices from. post war 
peak the aggregate figures are 
greater than in any previous year. 
All in all, the past year has cleared 
itself, with difficulties to be sure, 
of the#dangers that menaced it 
from its very start.

and New Thought” or “New Words for New Ideas” before a gather- 
ing of the North China branch of the Royal Asiatic Society in 


Shanghai recently, t 


We are living in an epoch of exceptional weight in the creation 
of new-words, said Dr. Morgan. It is an age full of perplexity and 
difficulty, of disaster and change.. It is an age of transition and 
cataclysmic events, nevertheless it is an age rich in new thoughts 
and words, which are finding their way into the new dictionaries. 


| NEW WORDS AND ‘IDEAS 


. it 

Boy-cott, Bolsheviks  (Ti-chih, 
Chik-ich-fang), new ideas and new 
words both in English and Chinese, 
will be an interesting study of some 
future historian as he tries to ex- 
pound the catastrophic age of the 
20th century--for the rumbling. and 


$\reverberations, of the present, will 


pass through many future centuries 
and be recorded, partly, in words 
the present in creating.... Like 
everything else, said Dr, Morgan, 
language is in the process of de- 
velopment. Whilst it would not be 
correct to say the ‘language is new, 
nevertheless there are many new 
things In it. And the new things 
are finding much favour. But the 
law of order must be remembered. 
Dean Inge has said: “It fs most 
significant that the gospel at once 
introduced a new ethical termino- 
logy. The Greek words which we 
translate love (or charity), joy, 
Rence, hope, humility are no part of 
the stock-in-trade of Greek moral- 
ists before Christ. Men do not coin 
new words for old ideas.” The rulo 
then is, new ideas first and then 
new words to describe new things. 
From Sounds to Script 

The apeaker then quoted Prof. 
Ker, “No dictionary can keep up 
with the language: for new words 
spring up the day after the sheets 
have been passed for the press. . .” 
Why is it that certain words great- 
ly predominate in an Anglo-Chinese 
dictionary? For one thing, Chinese 
is very short in’ terminal conso- 
nants, but not poor in the initials.’ 
This makes one‘ of the greatest diffi. 
culties in transliteration. It, may be 
that English has too many conso- 
nants at the end of a word. The 
utterance of them seems to clog the 
mouth. Chinese, on the other hand, 
does not seem to be able to end a 
sound without the departing sound 
of a vowel. How did this come 
about? Sounds first, script second, 
fg.the order of creation dnd organ: 
isation. So the Chinese had the 
sounds. : 7 

Speaking on the source of new 
words,. the speaker rend from: the 
preface of the new edition,of “Hil- 
Ner’s Dictionary :” “The eight years 
which have elapsed since the firat 
edition of this dictionary was pub- 


7 shed have witnessed the event of 


& republican regime in China, fol-, 
lowed by a development of parlia- 
mentary and legal institutions, and 
of the press,-all of which’ events 
have had a marked effect. on the 
language. New terms ‘have been 
found necessary in order to enable 
public and private speakers and 
writers of the events of the day to 
convey to thelr audience the new.

The Importance of Mats 

After referring to several new 
outstanding words and phrases, es- 
pecially those used in connection 
with Nationalism, the speaker 
asked his hearers to note the beauti- 
ful simplicity of some of the 
Phrases. He then took a mat, very 
old word, almost the earliest in any 
language implying kneeling cere- 
monies, etc. It appears, too, in new 
terms. To be present at a meeting 
ig ch’u hai—come forth on the mat, 
absence from a meeting is ch-ueh 
hsi—the mat is absent., It is very 
interesting, said. Dr. Morgan, to 
note these traces of ancient cour- 
tesies with the new age. It does 
not mean to break with the past: it 
is a development, ' 

The Chinese language, Dr. Mor- 
gan continues, has ‘great facility in 
making new words. Years ago, Dr. 
Wells Williams made the statement 
that Chinese was the most compet- 
ent language to become a universal 
one if only facility in making new, 
words were the only requirement. 
In this respect, the Chinese has cer- 
tain words and there are not a few 
which it can take as terminals or 
suffixes and thus create new com- 
pounds with ease. - ; 

Dealing with aobriquets and nick. 
names, the speaker remarked that 
it has been the fashion in every 
country to give sobriquets to some 
Prominent person or exceptional in- 
dividual, i of now-times, 
bringing ’frési “individials on the 
scene, was a favourite occasion for 
this, It was an old custom. If the, 
English are adroit in the art of 
nicknames, so are the Chinese. One 
accomplished missfonary was called 
the saz ku'ai—three fasts; he talk- 
ed fast, ate fast and walked fast. 
Another had the sobriquet of tiger. 
The anti-Christians call thd mis- 
sionary the yeng ta jen — foreign 
gentleman. Then the Chinese call 
some of their own people the san-fa 
three exclusives, who are the old 
military, the rich parvenue and the 
old scholar. The Christians of the 
American church have added chiao 
to fa, making the chiao fa, the 
bishops of ‘the church. It {s also 


-eppiied to the National Christ{an 


Council by Chinese Christians. The 
late Inspector-General of the Mari- 
time Cuatoms was known as the teat 
shen—the god of wealth, possibly 
because he was the disposer of vast 
wealth and perhaps because he held 
it In strict control: he was the 
careful god of wealth, We have the 
malicious terms yang jen tsou kou, 
the running dogs of the foreigner, 
and the yang nu, the slave of the 
foreigner.. “I have not,” aald Dr. 
Morgan, “been able.to find many 
examples of deterioration of new 
words jn Chinese or old words for 
the matter of that, but the old 
Phrase yang ta-jen (foreign gentle- 
man), applied to the missionary.

Cox In the Sunday Times, M. de 
Lesseps, to whom the world owea 
the Suez Canal, necessarily had to 
begin by securing the approval of 
the Kgyptian Government; he im- 
madiately encountered the opposl- 
tion of the British Government. 
As early a5 1854 we find the Bri- 
tish representative in Cairo wvit- 
ing to Downing Street expressing 
strong disapproval of the scheme, 
especially on the ground that the 
Canal would separate Egypt from 
the Turkish Empire, of which it 
then formed: a part. 

A few months later the Foreign 
Office writes to the British repre- 
sentative {n Constantinople strong- 
ly pressing his political objection 
to the construction of the Canal, 
and crudely saying that M.. de 
Leaseps must have political objects.

OBITUARY 


Sir Gershom 
Stewart. 


Many members of the seafaring 
community in Liverpool, parti- 
cularly adherents of the Mercantile 
Marine Service Assoctation, will 
regret to hear of the passing of 
Sir Gershom Stewart, who had for 
the past ten years held the office 
of honorary treasurer to that 
society. For very many years 
Sir Gershom pressed, both in and 
out of Parliament, the claims on’ 
behalf of British merchant seamen, 
and although he retired recently 
from Parliamentary _ activities, 
there will be many of the 
present generation of  ship- 
masters and officers who will re- 
member his work with affection 
und gratitude.

LOST MASTERPIECE 


A Stolen Rembrandt ° 
Recovered 


The Rome police have recovered a 
painting by Rembrandt which was 
stolen from the palace of Prince 
Massimo on the night of November

THE ‘NEW EMPRESS 
OF JAPAN 


INCREASING THE SPEED OF 
VESSELS 


CPR. LINER LAUNCHED 


A heavy fog on thesClyde some- 
what obscured the launch of tho 
new Canadian Pacific liner, the 
Empress of Japan, The launch, 
however, was. successfully originat- 
ed by Mrs. E. R. Peacock, wife‘ of 
one of the directors of the company, 
and the ship was brought round to 
the east dock at the Fairfleld yard, 
where it will lle until it is complet- 
ed in June, In the fog the ship look- 
ed perhaps even more impressive 
than one had expected. It is paint- 
ed white, with a blue line, and its 
great height towering over the 
crowd on the road was paler than 
the sky. The foot of the ship rose 
steeply into the launching platform 
updn which the guests had gather- 
ed, and about:it the heads of tho 
latticed. cranes and the poles of 
neighbouring slipways rose through 
the fog.’ On one of them, close by 
the ship, a party was helping in the 
directing of operations, but the fog 
was so thick they could not see the 
two hundred yards to the river. “1 
can hear a noise on the river, but 
what it is I don’t know,” one shout- 
ed. 

A Good Launch 

At length ihe “all clear” was 
given, Mrs. Peacock relehsed tho 
cradle holding a bottle of cham- 
pagne, and after a moment's delay 
the great structure began to move, 
at firat silently, then with a noise 
like the cracking of icc as she gain- 
ed way. The crowd cheered and the 
ship moved on, taking up with a 
roar the cables that held to land. 
Her white stern vanished into a fog 
which was go thick that only the 
watchers on the far end of the quay 
could see whether she bowed threo 
times to her Indy sponsor ag a well+ 
behaved ship should do. : 

The name. of the Empress of 
Japan is already ‘familiar in the 
Pacifie Ocean. An earlier ship of 
that name, armed ‘as an auxiliary 
cruiser, helped the Himalaya and 
two other Empress to blockade 
German supply ships in Manila, and 
later took a hand in the: recapture 
of the Exford, which the famous 
Emden had selzed.. The new Em 
press of Japan is to be the largest, 
fastest, and . most Juxurious ship 
engaged on the Pacific route from 
Vancouver to Yokohama, Kobe, 
Shanghai, Hong Kong, and Manila. 
Her older sister, the Empress of 
Canada, has made the journey in 
eight days, ten ‘hours, 
minutes; the Empress of Japan, 
engined to travel 21 knots on ser- 
vice, should make the journey in 
eight days, saving one day on the 
usual crossing. She {3 designed to 
carry 400 first-class passengers, 164 
second-class, 100 third-class, and 
548 Asiatic steerage passengers. 

The first-class passengers, who 
will pay £60 or £70 for the journey 
across the Pacific, will have all the 
luxuries which the furnishers cap 
devise, and their children will play 
in a room whose exterior will look 


‘like a red tiled cottage standing in 


a flower garden, 

|. Although the ship is to be thus 
luxuriously equipped with the in- 
cidentals of the expensive life there 
is also much room left for cargo, 
and 60,000 cubic feet of it will be 
required for the silk-room. The 
length of the ship is GO6ft, its 
height 107ft., its gross tonnage 26,- 
000 tons. One can Imagine that, 
completed, with her three’ funnels 
above and her opulence below, she 
will be an attractive vessa, 


Higher-Speed Ships 


. Upon this eastern trip the need 
for speed is not measurable in 
terms of the “Atlantic journey.

‘The ‘honour {s all the 
greater in the presence of a pre- 
sident called Fergus@. Every- 
where in the Hfe of Burns one 
comes across that familiar name. 
Ferguson was the name of the 
gentleman who welcomed Burns's 
father from Kincardineshire. to 
Ayr, and lent him £100 to set up 
farm in Mount Oliphant (Laugh- 
ter.) Ferguson was also the 
name of a young‘ Scottish poet, 
born nine years before Burns, 
who died o youth ‘when Burns 
was only a Iad, but left. behind 
him soma local Scots poetry which 
was the earlfest and the strong- 
est poetic Inspiration of our 
national laureate. Then again it 
was in the house of an Edinburgh 
professor ‘called Ferguson, that 
Str Walter Scott, when a boy of 
fifteen, met Burns in the first 
glow of his fame. Ferguson, 
moreover, was The name of the 
winner in that famous contest be- 
tween “three noble chieftains,” 
which Burns, described in a poem 
called “The Whistle.” Reflections 
like these are an added Inspira- 
tion in the present company.

The Poet's Life 
Professor Simpson then spoke of 
the early life of the poet and sald 
that for the true appreciation of 
Burns, one must turn to that time 
which was Burna’s glorious hour 
of crowded life, “And that was 
the last year he spent as tenant 
of Mossgict! near Mauchline. 
From the middle of the year 1785 
to the middle of the year 1786, 
Burns, being then about twenty- 
five years of age, spent the most 
brilliant years of his life. In the 
summer of °85 he was writing 
verses for the amusement of a 
parish; by the summer. of ’86 it 
was discovered that they were 
poctry for the admiration of the 
whole world. It would be dificult 
to find in the’ whole history of 
Hterature a perlod in the life of 
any author to equal these months 
fn energy, varied activity, enthu- 
slasm, and {nspfration.”

THEORY y. PRACTICE WITH A

A special correspondent of the 
London Observer wrote a! few' weeks 
agol— 

Most of those who are interested 
in boxing, as opposed to the sensa- 
tion-hunting crowds who attend con. 
tests In search of thrills, have been 
by recent exhibitions, 
Contests such as the two between 
Stribling and Carnera’ will bring 
about the suppression of boxing, for 
they are obviously fights, which are 
“Megal, and not of skill, 
‘which are permitted by law. Not 
‘that there is any need to shudder 
when sporting journalists hint at 
the fearful thingsSCarnera might 
“do if he got really angry, In an 
“all-in” fight the smaller and quicker 
Man would almost invariably win. 
Witness the first fight between 
Carnera and Stribling, But it is 
a pity there should be this glorifica- 
tion of fighting as opposed 
boxing, quite apart from the queys- 
tion of illegality. It ig searcely 
possible to pick up a paper without 
reading a criticism by ‘some “sport- 
ing” journalist disparaging some 
boxer for not being ‘enough of a 
fighter, or expressing disgust that 
some contest proved to be a mere 
exhibition of boxing shill, I am 
not condemning fighting. There 
is much to be said for it as well as 
against. But {o demand fighting 
in a: glove contest under strict cules 
is to show confusion of thought. 

Glove fighting has always been 
an artificial sport. Much ridicule 
hag been poured on the alleged dig-- 
qualification of My. B. J. Angle 
some fifty years ayo, in an amateur 
boxing competition, for hitting too 
hard. Competitors in those days 
were sometimes told’ 19 box, not 
fizht. But the pringip!es upon 
which the roferees and umpires of 
those days acted were logical. They 
were judging skill in boxing, and 
estimating that skill by the stan- 
dards of bare knuckle fighting. A 
man could easily knock his hands to 
pieces in the old style, and judges 
bore tnut in mind. But glove 
fighting, logically considered, is an 
absurdity. To cover a man’s fists 
‘with judded gloves to prevent him 
from doing damage with them, and 
then to measure his success by the 
damage he doves, {s farcical. Al- 
most on a par with this is the pro- 
hib:tion of wrestling while clinching 
and holding is in practice, though 
not in theory, permitted to an al- 
most unlimited extent. ; 


’ Pray Silence! 


Yet there can be little doubt that 
the belief that they are to sce some-, 
thing which approximatés to a real 
fight is what draws the majority of 
the spectators to boxing matches. 
If proof of this wero needed, it ia 
to be found abundantly in the, ad- 
vertisements of promoters and the 
paragraphs inspired by managers. 
The finer points of boxing skill are 

hard ‘enough to see, even-when at 
“the ring-side, and to appreciate 
—— thm requires knowledge. But any- 
one can see a couple of heavyweights 
ponderously knock each other down, 
even from the Albert Hal! gallery. 
There is a story, doubtfully true but 
well invented, of an. M.C. who, dur- 
ing a heavyweight contest, stood up 
and proclaimed: “Mr, Goddard ts 
about to hit with his right. The 
audience will ‘kindly ‘observe com- 
plete silence during the progress of 
. the blow.” . ; 
‘With all this talk of fighting, it 
is perhaps Interesting to consider 
what relation modern’ glove fighting 
has to real fighting.’ ‘The answer 
‘1s, practically none. The fact that

a man can beat another with gloves 


to}, 


on is not the slightest proof that he 
could win without them. This was 
shown often enough in prize-ring 
days. One of the evils of the bly 
heavyweight matches is the exalta- 
tion of bulk as against’ quality. 
The glove, with the advantage it 
sgives to mere weight of hitting and 
the fatt that it makes hooking and 
swinging safe for the handa, fs ail 
in favour of the hig man. A much 
lighter blow with the bare knuckles 
will do all the damage. necessary. 
Mace and Belcher were perhaps the 
best of the old-style pugilists, and 
the former weighed eleven and the 
latter not mueh over twelve stone, 
Tom: Sayers was little over’ ten 
stone. There were big men like 
Gaunt and Perry (the Tipton 
Slasher), but the former was beaten 
by Bendigo, who weighed between 
eleven and twelve stone, and the 
latter by Sayers. Isanc Perrins, an 
elghteenth-century boxer, weighed 
seventeen stone, and was beaten by 
Johnson, a much smaller man. 
Against the Rules 

But even prize fighting with bare 
knuckles was a very artificial-thing. 
A ian was not allowed to kick. He 
could neither hit nor take hold be- 
low the belt. Butting, biting, and 
xouging were definitely against the 
rules, also throttling on the ropes, 
And, perhaps most important of all, 
when a man was down, even on one 
knee and hand, the fight was over 
for the time being. . Yet the Japa- 
nese have shown that a man when 
“down,” sccording to boxing rules, 
is often in a very strong position, 

It is ‘practically impossible by 
boxing alone to keep a man of equal 
strength and quickness, however 
unskilled, from closing, And once 
he has closed, “boxing is finished 
with, So-called in-fighting is mere- 
ly a product of modern glove-fight- 
ing rules, and if holding and wrest- 


ling were allowed in-fighting would 
he useless, if not impossible. Wrest- 
ling, however, has its ow | in- 
numerable codges of #ules, requiring 
.or forbidding all sorts of holds, but 
usually declaring that a man is down 
and the bout ended when he is on 
his back. The Japanese systems 
of self-defence (I believe ju-jitsu 
and. ken-jitsu. are the technical 
terms) .come nearer to reality. I 
believe there is also an Icelandic 
method of fighting akin to the 
Japanese, and the ‘Cumberland 
wrestlers have stories of jealously 
guarded secret “death holds.” 
Ju-Jitsu 

The ancient Greeks distinguished 
clearly between boxing, ‘ wrestling, 
and the pancratium. The last. 
hamed contest was apparently very 
like an old-style prize fight without 
restrictions, The nearest approach 
to ren! natural fighting was apy 
parently the American rough-and:, 
tumble fighting of the middle nine» 
teenth century. Gouging, biting, 
and kicking, with other dirty tricks, 
were all included in this: style, the 
best known exponent of which was) 
probably gohn W. Morrissey, who 
once beat Heenan under prize-ring 
rules. Naturally, this disgusting 
method of fighting was not widely 
practised, as the comparatively 
civilised use of Weapons made It im- 
‘possible, It was, however, taught

- WARRANTS AND AWARDS 


It will not be poasible to estimate 
{the increase in the number of 
Scouts during the past year until 
after the coming census. Figures 
have, however, come to hand which 
show that no less than 10,016 
Scouters’ Warrants have been issu- 
ed during the past twelve months. 
Of this number, 6303 have been 
issued to persons who have never 
previously held o warrant in the 
Boy Scouts Association, and 8713 
to previous warrant holders taking 
out new warrants. The actual 
number of warrants cancelled, re- 
presenting the actual losa of 
Scoutera to the movement, {is 2230. 
These figures may appear to be very 
satisfactory, but whether the influx 
of Scouters has been auffictent to 
cope adequately with the estimated 
increage in the number-'of Scouts 
remains to be seen. During the
